The low production of horses is 


strikingly 1>ronght out by the num- 
ber bf stallions in use in Indiana in 
1914 as compared with 1924, ' ten 
years later. In 1914 there were 5062 
stallions enrolled with the Indiana 
Stallion Enrollment Board, while in 
1924 there were only 1175 enrolled— 
a decrease of seventy-seven percent 
in a decade.

Favors Watson 


(Indianapolis News) 


No man can remain in public life 


for an extended period without rais- 
ing opposition, unless he is so color- 
less and lacking in aggressive qual- 
ities that his career is productive of 
nothing to condemn or 
commend. 


Nothing in the experience of Senator 
James E. Watson is more to his cre- 
dit than the fact that he has follow- 
ed his conscience and his ideas of 
party service, no matter where they 
led him. This required tourage of a 
high order and a natural result is 
an effort on the part of opponents 
to find some one for his place. Thus 
far they, have failed, and the sena- 
tor's forces have united in a power- 
ful drive: to Denominate him without 
opposition as a tribute to his abili- 
ties and as a demonstration of the 
parly's lovalty.
